They report three successful fights. 
"Saturday, Sunday and Tuesday, with 
22 casualties. The siege was raised j 
and 5,000 of the 'enemy retired along 
the Ladybrand road, within our sight 
:an<l unpursued. Colonel Dalgety's eas- 
• ualties are 33 killed j\nd 132 wounded." 


Besides the casualties among the 


men, the Boer bombardment of Colonel 
Dalsfit\*;s position wrought great havoc 
among the cattle and horses. The gar- 
rison could have held out for another 
fortnight, but it is in no condition to 
render mneh assistance in pursuing 
the Boers. 


The war office has issued Lord Rob- 


erts' list of casualties prior to the oc- 
cupation of Dewet'a dorp,' showing that 
Captain Denny of the Thirteenth hus- 
sars waa killed and that a captain, two 
lieutenants and 22 men were wounded. 
Captain Brothero, who was wounded 
•at Karreetonteln, has since died.

There were seven other participants in 
the riot and all were arrested by the 
police. The fatal shot was flred by H. 
C. Baster, who is a superintendent em • 
ployed by the Baker-Vawter Printing 
company. The killing was the outcome, 
of three months' trouble with striking 
laborers. The firm employs nonunion 
labor, and three months ago several 
pressmen and feeders were discharged 
because they joined the union.

It is no fault of the authorities of 


the metropolis it any considerable pro- 
portion of the people or .London con- 
tinue to merit the description of "the 
great unwashed " Facilities for ablu- 
tion are many, aad these are yearly 
being increased. At present there are 
thirty-five parishes in London where 
the bath and vvashhouses act has been 
adopted, and jn most of these there are 
one or more of theso establishments in 
full working order In 1898 the num- 
ber of bathers and washers reached the 
respectable total of 5,000,000, and of 
these 4,463,109 were bathers who used j 
the private or swimming baths, and 
the remaining 627,881 v^omen using the

Early in May the Improved R. D. 


Mayo life saying boat, now being built 
at Manistet', Mich.,'-will be started on, 
its 'Journey across the Atlantic for 
Paris, where it will be placed on exhi- 
bition at tiie exposition, says the Chi- 
cago Record. This device is an im- 
provement upon the working model, 
•which was satisfactorily tested and 
brought before .the United States board 
of supervising inspectors of steam- 
ships in January last' Tlie boat Is 
nearly ready for the water and is at- 
tracting much attention from men who 
have made a study of life saving de- 
vices. 


While marking a radical departure 


from the style,of construction of the 
Open life saving boat now universally 
in use the new boat has elicited ranch 
favorable comment from seafaring 
men: 
A description of this device may 


be summarized by saying that it re- 
sembles In appearance a long barrel 
with rounded conical ends. It presents 
a smooth, uubrblcen surface to the wa- 
ter and has a buoyancy that will keep 
it safely on the surface of the water 
under all conditions, where it may be 
allowed to drift in a heavy sea or be 
propelled by oars when the conditions 
•will permit, without danger or discom- 
fort to the living occupants. 


Tlie most interesting feature of this 


device 
is 
the- interior construction, '• 


which consists of an inner shell so sus- 
pended from bulkheads in the middle 
'and at either en<l of tho boat that the 
living compartments, like the cars of 
the Ferris wheel, remain in an upright 
and practically stable position regard- 
less of the motion of the outer shell or 
Its position In tbe water.

now being built is 30 feet ia length 
over all and will occupy about the 
same space on ship deck that the or- 
dinary 28 foot lifeboat dees.
